RHS Students, Romulus Rotary Place First in

In spite of the recent controversy 
surrounding bell-ringers and the West- 
land Mall, the Salvation Army managed 
to raise $86,000 (and still counting) of 
its $90,000 goal for the cities of Wayne, 
Westland, and Romulus — and part of 
the credit for that success goes to the 
Romulus Rotary Club and approximately 
20 Romulus High School students.

EDS Responds to 


RECAP Challenge 


To the Editor: 

This letter is provided in response 
to Mr. R.P. Lilly's statement published in 
your January 5, 1996 newspaper, in 
which he challenged anyone to show 
him "any positive effects that commer- 
cial deepwells have had on communi- 
ties where they are located." 

To respond to that challenge, we 
need to consider what the community 
consists of. Otherwise, if we were to 
consider only Romulus as "the commu- 
nity," then Romulus would need to have 
a liquid treatment plant for hazardous 
waste, an incinerator for hazardous liq- 
uids, and landfills for garbage and haz- 
ardous waste because the residents 
and businesses in Romulus need these 
disposal facilities to function in the City. 
For this purpose, then, the community 
would need to be southeastern Michi- 
gan because liquid wastes from Romu- 
lus currently are disposed of at facilities 
throughout southeastern Michigan. 

So, now that we have appropriately 
defined the community as southeastern 
Michigan, we can now address Mr. Lilly's 
challenge. 

The southeastern Michigan com- 
munity currently disposes of hazardous 
liquid wastes at one of three types of 
disposal facilities: 
¢ out-of-state incinerators, 

° out-of-state injection wells, and 
liquid treatment plants. 

Southeastern Michigan facilities that 
currently accept some of the liquid 
wastes consist of plants that treat the 
liquids chemically and/or biologically. 
Other liquids that would be handled by 
EDS (Environment Disposal Systems) 
are transported by truck to out-of-state 
commercial injection wells in Ohio and 
other states. The plants that treat haz- 
ardous liquids produce a wastewater 
that is discharged into the sewer sys- 
tem. This discharge is not clean water; 
it contains levels of contaminants that 
are allowed to be discharged into the 
sewer system. Once discharged into 
the sewage system, they can seep out 
of the sewer into the environment and 
drinking water because sewer pipes 
leak. The liquid that does not leak out of 


the sewer ends up in a river or a sewer 
treatment plant that creates adischarge 
into the river. Although these treatment 
facilities do minimize discharges to our 
environment, they still contaminate our 
surface and drinking waters. 

These types of contaminated lia- 
uids should be recycled, rather than 
discharged to the surface and drinking 
waters. The problem is, recycling tech- 
nology capable of handling such diluted 
wastes does not exist or is not even 
close to being economical. The world 
needs to continue to work towards recy- 
cling all wastes, but, until technology 
makes it practical to recycle, we should 
strive to keep contaminated liquids away 
from our surface and drinking waters. 

Deepwell technology provides both 
a means of taking these wastes out of 
contact with surface and drinking wa- 
ters and a means of recycling them ata 
later time when technology makes such 
recycling economical. Recycling would 
be accomplished by removing these 
liquids from the injection zone and recy- 
cling the wastes in the facility located at 
the surface. 

Mr. Lilly continuously and errone- 
ously takes the position that deepwells 
are bad. Not once has a Class | deep 
injection well built to the standards 
of EDS's existing Romulus well, In 
this type of geologic condition, ever 
contaminated any drinking waters. 

Since deep injection wells protect 
our drinking water better than treatment 
facilities available in southeastern Michi- 
gan and offer a way to recycle when 
technology improves, they provide a 
significant benefit to the community. To 
not accept this position is like putting 
your head inthe sand. We simply do not 
have the technology to recycle these 
types of liquids, and deepwells are the 
most protective way to handle them. To 
Say or believe otherwise is to say it is 
okay to continuously dispose a limited 
amount of contamination into our drink- 
ing water versus trying to keep it com- 
pletely out of the drinking water. 

Having such a facility in Romulus 
willalso attractother businesses to move 
in to the community due to a need to 
dispose of liquids economically. This 
willresult in alarge number of jobs inthe 
area. 

In addition to the above-mentioned 
benefits of deepwells, they also increase 
the overall safety of the area by reduc- 
ing or eliminating the truck miles asso- 
ciated with hauling such liquids through 
southeastern Michigan to out-of-state 
locations. 

In summary, deepwell technology 
applied in southeastern Michigan:

e Eliminates discharges of effluents 
from disposal into the surface and 
drinking waters. 

« Decreases or eliminates risks asso- 
ciated with trucking of certain liquid 
wastes to deepwells outside of the 
State. 

« Provides a means of recycling the 
disposed liquids ata later date if and 
when such technology is feasible. 

These same benefits occur wher- 
ever deepwells are utilized. 


Additionally, from the standpoint of . 


Romulus, the EDS facility could provide: 

¢ apotential royalty which the commu- 
nity could use to finance a recreation 
center or to ne rOve its roads; 


- away to limit trucking of suchwastes 
through Romulus by establishing 
enforceable truck routes; and 

° a way to limit the risk of the City 
having to pay damage moneys to 
EDS and having to continue to pay 
legal fees to fight a battle that they 
may not be able to win. 

Romulus cannot continue to toler- 
ate "gadfly" antics. It is time to protect 
the City's finances and look at the real 
facts involved, not all of the statements 
about facilities that do not apply to deep 
injection wells.

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Local Barber Is Permanent Fixture 


An important factor in the continu- 
ing charm of Romulus’ hometown at- 
mosphere is the friendly intimacy of 
personal service that is still a tradition 
with many of the small businesses in 
our downtown area. This is especially 
true of Dave's Barber Shop, where 
owner Dave Rakotz's "personal ser- 
vice" credo has stood him in good stead 
for over a quarter of a century. 

Dave first became abarber in 1964, 
working at Michael's of Trenton. In 1969, 
he seized the opportunity to open his 
own barbershop at Five Points in Romu- 
lus — a site which strongly appealed to 
him because of its location just across 
the main road from his home.

When Judie completed her studies 
in 1977, she began working a chair next 
to her husband. It was soon apparent 
that his intuition had paid off: they be- 
came a winning team. Each helped the 
other, and their abilities seemed to 
complement each other so well that if 
one lacked a particular skill, the other 
was almost certain to have it. 

The formation of this "dynamic duo" 
enabled Dave to continue the combina- 
tion of expertise and genuine caring 
that his clients had come to expect.

In 1988, Dave's second expansion 
was accomplished in a few days of 
feverish activity on the part of the Rakotz 
family and some of their friends, plus 
the folks at McCraight Heating and Dad 
& Son Electric. The newly incorporated 
Dave's & Company — more than double 
the size of the old barbershop — was a 
full-service beauty salon. 

"It's taken some time," says Dave, 
“but | have acquired a staff that believes 
in the quality of workmanship, service, 
and caring as much as | do. It's comfort- 
ing to Know that my clients will be well 
taken care of when | can't be there." 

Infact, Dave is so busy singing the 
praises of his staff members — whose 
continuous efforts to expand their edu- 
cation include attending numerous semi- 
nars and hair shows to keep up-to-date 
oncurrent styles and products — that it's 
difficult to get him to talk about himself. 
Fortunately, his family and friends are 
quick to fill in the details of Dave's 
contributions to the community: the fact 
that he has often donated his services 
to the needy; traveled to homes, hospi- 
tals, and convalescent homes to ser- 
vice the sick; and supported numerous 
community institutions and organiza- 
tions, including our Romulus schools, 
the Romulus Little League, and the 
Romulus firefighters. Q
